To  promote  a  better  un¬ 
derstanding  between  Purdue 
University  and  the  residents  of 
the  city  of  Hammond,  a  meeting 
was  held  last  week.  It  was  a 
dinner  in  the  Oaken  Arbor  to 
discuss  the  ma  jonevents  going  on 
at  Purdue.  A  meeting  of  this  type 
is  important;  not  only  to  the  few 
who  went,  but  to  all  Purdue 
students,  that  they  may  gain  a 
better  understanding  of  their 
school  and  its  community. 

The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was 
to  inform  and  educate  the 
residents  of  the  community  about 
the  happenings  of  the  school. 
After  an  excellent  sirloin  of  beef 
was  served  by  Condes,  Chan¬ 
cellor  Carl  Elliot  gave  the 
opening  remarks.  He  spoke  on 
what  has  happened  to  Purdue 
University  Calumet  Campus 
since  it  was  first  built  24  years 
ago.  After  the  meal,  the  guests 
retired  to  the  Faculty  Con¬ 
vocation  Room.  Professor  Albert 
Kay  spoke  of  the  school  com¬ 
prised  by  Purdue  University  and 
the  community.  He  also  men¬ 
tioned  that  Purdue  had  been 
accredited  since  1967. 

Laura  Walker  delivered  a 
superior  presentation  on  student 
life  at  Purdue  University.  Af¬ 
terwards,  Dean  Combs  spoke  on 
the  people  and  faculty.  He 
discussed  the  fact  that  there  are 
200  full  time  professors  and  120 
guest  lecturers  in  our  school. 

Last  speaker  on  the  bill  was 
Purdue  Business  Manager  G.  H. 
Newsom,  who  informed  the 
community  about  such  important 
things  as  the  fact  that  Purdue 
numbers  among  the  top  ten

Other  attendants  at  the 
meeting  included  Director  of 
Building  &  Grounds  Larry  Beck, 
Councilmen  Anthony  Colantonio, 
Frank  Mrvan,  John  Parrish,  and 
John  Skurka.  City  Engineer 
Thomas  Conley,  Chief  of  Safety 
and  Security  Vern  Korlin,  City 
Attorney  David  Mears,  Professor 
Dave  Rose,  Captain  Traffic 
Bureau  Jack  Rose,  Professor 
Nick  Scarlitis,  and  Assistant 
Director  of  Building  &  Grounds 
O.  Vance  were  also  at  the 
meeting.  Students  representing 
Purdue  were  Joanne  Domovich, 
Sue  Grabovac,  Jim  Larson, 
Arnold  Ridgell,  Carol  Soden, 
Dave  Sporinsky,  and  Andi  Vargo.

faculty  reserve  parking  for  the 
instructors  of  this  campus.  The 
elimination  of  the  "class" 
parking  system  seems  to  be  a 
good  idea,  because  it  removes 
much  of  the  power  of  money  and 
places  students  together  on  a 
more  equal  basis.  But  now, 
someone  has  come  up  with  the 
idea  that  maybe  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  should  have  special, 
preferred  parking  spaces  just 
because  they  are  faculty,  and  not 
pay  any  more  for  that  privilege. 

I  personally  do  not  believe  that 
it  is  more  important  for  a 
professor  to  get  to  class  than  a 
student.  It  is  true  that  a  class 
cannot  be  held  without  an  in¬ 
structor,  but,  a  class  cannot  be 
held  without  the  students  either.

From  my  point  of  view,  it 
would  seem  that  the  professor 
would  have  more  time  to  spend  in 
getting  to  class  simply  because  it 
cannot  start  without  him.

1^  am  not  proposing  that 
students  get  special  parking 
privileges  instead  of  instructors. 

I  am  just  saying  that  the  whole 
business  of  faculty  reserve 
parking  smacks  of 
discrimination  against  the 
students  of  this  campus.  If  we  are 
going  to  start  a  new  system  on 
this  campus,  let  us  not  replace 
one  form  of  discrimination  with 
another.

How  often  have  we  dropped  a 
class,  just  because  the  pressure 
was  a  little  rough,  or  skipped  a 
class  simply  because  we  felt  it 
wasn't  worth  attending?  Un¬ 
derstanding  the  pressures  of 
higher  education,  we  should  stop 
and  look  with  admiration  upon 
the  190  men  and  women  who 
participate  in  the  C.O.P. 
program. 

Just  what  is  C.O.P. ?  C.O.P. 
(Career  Opportunities  Program) 
is  a  federally  financed,  nation¬ 
wide  program.  It  enables 
volunteer  teacher's  aides  to 
obtain  a  bachelor's  degree  in 
elementary  education,  including 
the  areas  of  childhood  education, 
social  welfare  and  child 
development. 

There  are  136  Career  Op¬ 
portunities  programs  now  in 
effect  throughout  the  nation,  with 
Gary  -  Purdue  Calumet's  ranking 
second-largest  to  that  of  New 
York  City's. 

The  program  was  started  in 
1969  in  conjunction  with  the  Gary 
School  City,  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare 
and  the  Community  College  of 
Purdue  Calumet.  It  is  under  the 
joint  direction  of  Mrs.  Bennie 
Mae  Collins,  career  development 
officer  of  the  Gary  School  City, 
and  Mrs.  Caroll  Schneider,  in¬ 
structor  in  education  and  coor¬ 
dinator  for  C.O.P.  They  also  have 
the  assistance  of  Dr.  Phyllis  Duff 
and  Dr.  William  D.  Sneed  at  the 
Calumet  Campus. 

At  the  present  there  are  only 
two  C.O.P.  projects  in  Indiana: 
one  at  Purdue  Calumet  and  the 
other  at  Indiana  University  in 
South  Bend.  Recently,  however, 
it  has  been  reported  that  the  East 
Chicago  School  system  would  like 
to  participate  in  the  Program 
also.  Purdue  provides  classes  at 
Tal/eston  High  School  three 
nights  a  week  and  at  Purdue 
Cajumet  one  night  a  week.  The 
night  scheduling  is  necessary 
because  many  of  these  men  and 
women  carry  12  hours  or  more, 
work  full  time  and  maintain 
families  as  well. 

Mrs.  Schneider  reported  that 
there  will  be  IS  students  ob¬ 
taining  degrees  in  the  program's 
first  graduating  class  in  May. 
Among  the  C.O.P.  students  last 
semester,  five  obtained 
distinguished  status  and  several 
others  made  the  dean's  list. 

Many  of  these  190  men  and 
women  would  never  have  pur¬ 
sued  the  field  of  teaching  if  it  had 
not  been  for  the  C.O.P.  program. 
This  program  deals  with  the 
Headstart  schools,  such  as  the 
one  that  exists  in  the  Gary  school 
system,  C.O.P.  upgrades  the 
skills  of  these  volunteer  teachers 
aides  as  well  as  giving  un- 
derpriviledged  children  an  equal 
opportunity  to  learn. 

One  such  teacher's  aide,  who 
recently  became  a  teacher  at 
Melton  Grade  School  in  Gary  is 
Mrs.  Carrie  Handerson.  She  will 
be  graduating  in  August. 

Mrs.  Henderson,  mother  of  ten 
and  grandmother  of  fourteen, 
began  as  a  concerned  parent 
before  the  C.O.P.  project  ever 
came  into  effect.  She  obtained 
her  high  school  diploma  at  Gary 
Roosevelt  High  school  in  1970. 
She  then  began  attending  classes 
that  same  summer  at  Purdue 
Calumet  under  the  C.O.P. 
program.  Mrs.  Henderson,  not 
quite  sure  of  her  future,  had 
never  really  expected  to  become 
a  teacher;  she  thought  of  herself 
as  a  "Professional  Student." 

It  has  been  a  long  hard  pull  for 
Mrs.  Henderson,  yet  she  has  no 
regrets.  The  only  thing  she 
misses  is  her  sewing,  for  she  used 
to  make  all  her  children's  clothes 
in  her  free  time.  She  has  carried 
no  less  than  12  hours  each 
semester,  though,  and  now  finds 
free  time  a  rarity.  Her  curriculm 
covered  such  areas  as  social 


studies,  language  arts,  con- 
tempory  issues  and  English,  her 
favorite  subject  being  political 
science.  Mrs.  Henderson  also 
wishes  she  could  obtain  a 
master's  degree  in  Child 
Development. 

Besides  attending  Purdue  as  a 
full-time  student,  Mrs.  Hen¬ 
derson  took  a  graduate  course  in 
Environmental  Studies  between 
the  months  of  October  and 
December  of  1973.  The  weekend 
seminar  was  offered  on  Saturday 
and  Sunday  at  St.  Joseph's 
College,  lasting  from  6  a.m.  til  10 
p.m.  The  course,  consisting  of 
two  separate  field  studies,  was 
accepted  as  2  credit  hours  in 
Science  at  Purdue.  The  first 
project,  dealt  with  the  study  of 
rocks  and  the  second  with  child 
discipline,  such  as  that  of  a 
Special  Education  course. 

Mrs.  Henderson  commented 
that  she  and  her  children 
motivate  each  other  by  com¬ 
peting  for  grades.  Besides  five 
married  children,  she  has  one  son 
(Louis)  attending  Luther  Junior 
College  in  Alabama,  one 
daughter  (Beverly)  who  was  a 
part-time  student  at  Purdue 
Calumet  until  this  semester;  and 
two  younger  children.  One  is 
attending  Holy  Trinity  and  one 


(Courageous,  Obligated,  People) 


attends  West  Side  High  School. 

I  asked  Mrs.  Henderson  what 
her  attitude  was  towards  campus 
life  at  Purdue  and  whether  it  had 
changed  since  her  first  semester. 
Mrs.  Henderson  stated  that  at 
first  she  had  felt  unsure  of  her¬ 
self,  for  she  feared  the  possibility 
that  due  to  her  age  and  slow  start 
in  obtaining  her  high  school 
education,  she  would  have  • 
trouble  competing  with  the 
average  student.  But  once  she 
saw  her  long  hours  of  studying 
pay  off  in  good  grades,  she  grew 
more  sure  of  herself  with  each 
semester.  According  to  Mrs. 
Henderson,  most  of  the  other 
C.O.P.  members  felt  that  the 
program  was  a  good  opportunity. 
For  them,  it  was  basically  a 
matter  of  following  the  crowd  or 
keeping  up  with  the  Joneses;  but 
Mrs.  Henderson  clearly  em¬ 
phasized  that  for  her  "it  was 
either  do  or  die,"  for  there  would 
be  no  stopping.  As  the  month  of 
August  approaches  Mrs.  Hen¬ 
derson  grows  anxious,  for  she 
only  needs  four  hours  of  physics 
and  one  hour  of  elective  to  meet 
graduation  requirements. 

Since  May  of  1973  Mrs.  Hen¬ 
derson  has  been  a  full-time 
teacher  for  the  Headstart 
orogram  for  ore-schoolers  at 


Melton  £Jrade  School.  She  was 
given  the  opportunity  to  teach 
with  the  help  of  Mrs.  Lynch  (with 
whom  she  worked  with  as  a 
teacher's  aide).  Mrs.  Lynch 
recognized  Mrs.  Henderson's 
abilities  and  recommended  her 
for  a  teacher's  position. 

Mrs.  Henderson's  classes 
consist  of  seventeen  children  in 
the  morning  and  fifteen  in  the 
afternoon,  all  between  the  ages  of 
4  and  5.  She  feels  this  a  good  age 
to  work  with,  for  she  is  able  to 
teach  them  a  positive  attitude 
towards  school.  Mrs.  Henderson 
wants,  as  she  phrased  it,  "To  turn 
them  on  early  ,to  school  and 
starting  out  on  the  right  foot." 

Mrs.  Henderson  teaches  using 
three  educational  toys  as  well  as 
illustrated  books  and  albums.  She 
strives  to  develop  their  coor¬ 
dination  and  perception.  During 
her  classroom  hours  she  holds 
group  sessions,  both  to  reinforce 
the  day's-  lesson  and  to  show  the 
children  she  cares.  While  Mrs. 
Henderson  teaches  she  builds  a 
lasting  relationship  with  her 
students,  for  she  speaks  to  them 
as  adults  and  expects  them  to 
handle  themselves  as  "big 
people"  would. 

One  of  the  most  outstanding 
gestures  I  have  ever  seen  in  a 


student  teacher  relationship  was 
the  procedure  which  Mrs. 
Henderson  used  to  bid  the 
children  farewell  for  the  day.  She 
went  down  the  line,  hugging  each 
child  individually.  She  feels  that 
since  most  of  these  children  in 
Headstart  programs  come  from 
underpriviledged  homes  and 
large  families,  there's  a  good 
chance  that  they  may  be 
somewhat  deprived  of  love  and 
affection.  She  sees  herself  as  a 
supplier  of  these  needs.  Mrs. 
Henderson  also  added  that  most 
of  the  volunteer  teacher's  aides 
are  parents  themselves.  She 
always  treats  them  as  she  would 
if  they  were  guests  in  her  home, 
for  the  Headstart  program 
thrives  on  volunteers. 

An  early  marriage,  a  large 
family,  long  hours  of  study, 
having  to  work  and  sacrificing 
simple  relaxation  didn't  stop 
Mrs.  Henderson  from  achieving 
her  goal  —  will  they  stop  US? 
Mrs.  Henderson  is  perhaps  one  of 
the  few  people  who  can  wear  a 
smile  and  walk  in  confidence,  for 
she  knows  who  she  is  and  what 
her  place  in  life  is.  She  has 
worked  hard  to  achieve 
something  she  wanted  and 
succeeded.  It's  something  to 
think  about!

"The  Last  Detail"

The  ads  for  “The  Last  Detail" 
describe  the  movie  as 
"outrageously  funny"  and  filled 
with  "crazy  madness."  These 
ads  are  misleading.  The  movie  is 
funny  in  parts,  but  it  is  neither 
outrageous  nor  crazy.  I  found  the 
film  to  be  very,  very  quiet. 

The  story  is  about  two  sailors 
on  special  duty  who  take  another 
sailor  to  serve  8  years  in  a  prison 
for  a  petty  crime.  The  film  takes 
place  almost  entirely  during  the 
cross-country  trip  to  the  prison. 

The  two  sailors  on  special  duty 
are  hardened,  wise  "lifers"  in  the 
Navy  and  their  prisoner  is  a  shy, 
mixed-up  young  boy.  They  decide 
to  show  the  boy  a  good  time 
before  he  goes  to  prison.  It  would 
seem  the  movie  would  be  about 
the  young  boy,  his  crime  and  the 
effect  his  prison  term  has  on  his 
last  few  days  in  the  free  world. 
But,  it's  not.  It  is  about  one  of  the 
two  lifers,  Buddusky,  played  by 
Jack  Nicholson. 

Buddusky,  or  Bad  Ass,  as  he 
likes  to  be  called,  is  a  big  talker 
with  an  under  lying  violent 
nature  that  surfaces  a  few  times 
but  never  to  a  dangerous  extent. 
He  likes  to  be  "hard-assed"  and 
continually  urges  the  young  boy 
to  just  get  mad  one  time  for  the 
hell  of  it.  Buddusky  always  wants 
to  fight  with  someone,  as  they  do 
with  a  group  of  Marines,  but  he 


also  ends  up  running  away. 

The  film  is  sensitive  to  the 
characters.  One  scene  serves  to 
explain  a  good  deal  about  the 
young  boy.  They  take  him  to  his 
mother's  home  and  when  she 
isn't  home  they  look  inside.  The 
house  is  in  shambles  with  clothes 
and  old  liquor  bottles  all  over  the 
place.  They  stand  there  quietly 
and  the  boy  says  "I  don't  know 
what  I  would've  said  to  her 
anyway."  He  appears  to  be  going 
from  one  bad  scene  in  life  to 
another. 

The  third  character  seemed  to 
have  been  just  put  in  as  an  af¬ 
terthought.  He  is  never  really 
developed.  He  is  cautious  during 
the  adventures  they  have  and  you 
learn  his  mother  is  very  proud  of 
him  but  that  is  about  all.  He  did 
serve  as  a  contrast  to  the  more 
volatile  character  of  Buddusky. 

I  thought  the  movie  was  in¬ 
teresting.  I  think  men  who  have 
been  in  the  Navy  would  enjoy  a 
look  at  men  who  make  a  career 
out  of  the  service.  The  acting  was 
superb.  Jack  Nicholson  wan  a 
Best  Actor  nomination  and 
Randy  Quaid  a  Best  Supporting 
Actor  nomination. 

It  was  a  nice,  quiet  sensitive  film 
but,  although  it  was  refreshing 
after  such  shockers  as  the 
"Exorcist",  I  don't  think  it  was 
worth  traveling  all  the  way  up  to 
Marina  Towers  to  see.

Why  is  academic  advising  what 
it  is?  Who  determines  where  the 
activity  fees  go?  What  happens 
when  you  get  a  ticket  you  don't 
deserve?  How  could  you  in¬ 
fluence  bookstore  policies,  help 
solve  PUCC  financial  aids 
problems,  help  in  non-academic 
counseling  or  minority  group 
problems? 

The  Council  of  Faculty 
Delegates  and  the  University 
itself  have  created  about  20 
committees  which  are  designed 
to  handle  problems  such  as  those 
mentioned  above  and  many 
others  as  well.  Student  par¬ 
ticipation  ranges  from  one- 
quarter  of  the  total  to  100%  of  the 
total  committees  on  which 
students  have  membership.  It  is 
the  student's  need  that  is  the 
reason  for  the  Student  Affairs 
Committee.  The  Traffic  Appeals 
Committee  (all  student  mem¬ 
bers)  is  the  final  authority  on 
deciding  whether  student  tickets 
were  given  unjustly.  The  Fee 
Allocation  Committee  has  four 
students  and  three  ad¬ 
ministrators  deciding  what 
proportion  of  student  activity 
fees  go  to  which  student 
organization.  The  University 
Governance  Committee  (six 
faculty  members,  six  students) 
can  make  inquiries  into  any 
aspect  of  PUCC  life  that  it  deems 
important.  There  are  committees 


on  the  library,  athletic  fees,  open 
house,  the  bookstore,  academic 
and  non-academic  advising, 
financial  aids  and  even  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  make  the  SFLC  more 
habitable.  Almost  every  area 
that  could  affect  student  life  at 
PUCC  is  planned  and  worked  out 
in  committees  on  which  students 
have  membership.  Most  of  the 
long-run  decisions  issue  from 
these  official  six-to-f ifteen 
member  groups. 

Only  one  problem  has 
prevented  these  committees 
from  being  truly  responsive  to 
you,  the  student:  YOU  HAVEN'T 
BEEN  ON  MANY  OF  THEM! 
Several  committees  have  been 
languishing  in  the  corners  of  their 
chairmen's  minds  because 
students  haven't  been  active 
participants.  When  a  third  or  a 
half  of  your  members  don't  come 
to  the  meetings,  progress  is 
bound  to  be  SLOW!  The  reasons 
for  this  lack  are  many  and, 
hopefully,  part  of  the  past.

This  year  it 
is  conducting  an  innovative 
program  to  inform  you  of  the 
various  committees  that  have 
student  membership,  what  their 
functions  are,  and  how  you  may 
become  involved  in  one.  After 
filling  out  an  application  form  in 
room  344  of  the  SFLC  building, 
you  may  choose  any  one  of  a 


number  of  interview  times  and 
dates  for  discussion  with  a  GAS 
member  about  what  the  various 
committees  and  their  functions 
are.  This  will  also  give  you  an 
opportunity  to  tell  us  where 
your  interests  lie.  You  need 
no  qualifications  other  than 
being  concerned  enough  about 
what  goes  on  at  PUCC  to  spend 
time  working  on  a  committee.

First  II.S.  songwriting 
competition  announced 


Aspiring  songwriters  now  have 
a  new  and  broad  avenue  to  in¬ 
stant  fame  and  fortune  in  form  of 
a  1974  American  Song  Festival. 

Sponsorship  of  the  nation's  first 
international  music  competition 
has  been  announced  by  Sterling 
Recreation  Organization,  a  radio 
station,  movie  theater  and 
recreation  center  conglomerate 
headquartered  in  Seattle. 

The  festival  comprises  a 
multifaceted  songwriting  talent 
hunt  in  which  winners  will 
receive  a  total  of  $128,000  in  cash 
prizes  and  have  their  songs  sung 
by  leading  recording  artists.  It  is 
open  to  amateur  composers  as 
well  as  professionals. 

Malcolm  C.  Klein,  Sterling  vice 
president,  is  serving  as  festival 
president  and  chief  executive 
officer.  Goldblatt,  most  recently 
manager  of  the  rock  group  Blood, 
Sweat  and  Tears,  is  board 
chairman. 

Entrants  may  seek  recognition 
and  commercial  success  in  one  or 
more  of  six  categories:  (1)  rock, 
(2)  pop/  middle  of  the  road,  (3) 
soul/  rhythm/  blues/  jazz,  (4) 
folk,  (5)  country/  western  and 


(6)  gospel/  religious. 

Entries  on  recorded  cassettes 
will  be  screened  by  a  select  panel 
of  music  industry  experts.  Three 
finalists  in  each  song  category  in 
both  amateur  and  professional 
divisions  will  eventually  be 
chosen. 

The  36  finalists  will  each 
receive  $500  in  cash  and  an  ex¬ 
pense-paid  trip  to  Saratoga 
Performing  Arts  Center. 

Competing  songs  will  be  per¬ 
formed  in  concert,  \with  the  hope 
that  national  television  coverage 
can  be  arranged. 

Victorious  composers  in  the  six 
categories  in  the  two  divisions 
will  each  be  awarded  $5,000.  An 
additional  $25,000  will  go  to  the 
overall  amateur  winner  and 
overall  professional  winner. 

Writer  of  the  song  deemed  the 
festival's  best  will  also  be  given  a 
concert  grand  piano  in  what  is  to 
be  known  as  the  Laurel  Award. 

Contestants  may  enter  any 
number  of  songs.  Cost  of  entry  is 
$10.85  per  song  by  check  or 
money  order  ($13.85  if  emanating 
from  outside  the  United  States  or 
Canada). 


Name,  address  and  money 
should  be  sent  to  American  Song 
Festival,  Post  Office  Box  57, 
Hollywood,  California  90028. 
Entry  deadline  is  April  15th. 

By  return  mail  contestants  will 
receive  an  official  entry  blank,  a 
cassette  for  recording  an  entered 
song  and  a  festival-published 
Songwriter's  Handbook  con¬ 
taining  pertinent  information  on 
marketing  songs. 

Klein,  the  Sterling  vice- 
president,  says  that  all  songs 
submitted  will  remain  the  sole 
property  of  their  creators,  that 
under  no  circumstances  will  they 
become  the  property  of  the 
American  Song  Festival. 

The  competition  has  been 
opened  to  amateur  writers,  Klein 
adds,  to  realize  every  possible 
opportunity  for  musical  enrich¬ 
ment.  Use  of  the  cassette  ob¬ 
viates  any  requirement  to  be  able 
to  write,  read  or  sing  music.

The  use  of  computers  by  the 
mechanical  engineering  student 
is  the  subject  of  a  paper 
presented  by  PUCC  Prof.  G.E. 
DeGraff  to  the  Indiana 
University  Conference  in 
Computer  Related  Curriculum 
Materials  at  New  Albany,  In¬ 
diana,  March  8th. 

The  paper,  "Computer  Ap¬ 


plications  in  Mechanical 
Engineering  Technology,"  is 
basically  a  report  on  DeGraff's 
use  of  computers  in  the  in¬ 
troductory  mechanical 
engineering  course,  299C,  last 
fall. 

Using  a  backward  emphasis  in 
teaching  the  course,  DeGraff  said 
he  started  with  the  assumption 
that  the  students  knew  nothing 
about  computers.  He  would  then 


assign  a  mechanical  engineering 
problem  and  have  them  use  the 
computer  to  solve  it. 

In  this  way,  DeGraff  explained, 
the  students  learned  through 
practical  application  rather  than 
theory.  They  also  discovered 
some  of  the  problems  inherent  in 
programming  a  computer. 

De  Graff,  an  assistant 
professor  in  the  Department  of 
Manufacturing  Technology, 
minored  in  numerical  analysis  as 
a  graduate  student  and  has  taken 
a  number  of  courses  in  computer 
applications.  At  PUCC,  he  has  set 
up  computer  programs  for' 
departmental  and  student  use.

RECYCLE

A  day  of  total  confusion  began 
when  singer-comedian  Jimmy 
Buffett  was  one  hour  late  for  his 
appearance  at  the  March  4th 
Mini  Concert.  The  SFLC  lounge 
was  packed  wall-to-wall  with 
students.  James  Buffett  arrived 
at  Purdue  Calumet  expecting  to 
be  greeted  by  a  warm  audience; 
instead,  he  was  greeted  by  a 
screwed-up  sound  system.  This 
unfortunate  incident  only  added 
to  a  day  in  which  nothing  could  go 
right.  Buffett  tned  to  entertain 
the  best  he  could  with  the  sound 
system  failing  time  after  time. 


After  twenty  years  of  service  at 
Purdue-Calumet,  Dr.  Kenneth 
Wilson  has  been  voted  out  of 
office  as  Chairman  of  the 
Biology  department.  He  is  to 
vacate  the  office  by  July  1,  1974. 

In  order  to  remove  a  chairman, 
there  must  be  a  majority  vote  of 
no  confidence  by  staff  members 
of  the  department. 

Wilson  considers  the  decision  to 
remove  him  "exceedingly  un¬ 
fair."  He  feels  a  deep  personal 
hurt  and  expresses  it  by  the 
lament  "this  doesn't  sound  like 
Purdue." 

Wilson  believes  he  was  voted 
out  of  office  because  of  the  "anti¬ 
authoritarian"  feelings  of  some 
of  his  staff  and  the  "personal 
blame"  they  attached  to  him

The  Calumet  Region,  in  recent 
years,  has  become  very 
prosperous  with  businesses  and 
industries.  In  fact  it  is  so  busy 
becoming  prosperous  that  it  has 
completely  passed  up  the  Arts 
and  has  become  a  vast  cultural 
wasteland.

James  McCracken  has  become

Jim,  who  was  born  and  raised 
in  Gary,  has  enjoyed  success  via 
the  tradional  Horatio  Alger 
route. 

His  gifted  voice  was  first 
spotted  by  his  music  teacher. 
Miss  Eulah  Winter,  in  his  fresh¬ 
man  year  of  high  school.  She 
immediately  placed  him  in  the 
advanced  choral  group  where 
only  upper  classmen  were 
usually  permitted  to  sing. 
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Supporting  Buffett's  frustration 
was  the  continuous  undertone  of 
chatter  from  inattentive  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  audience  which  only 
aided  in  drowning  out  his  per¬ 
formance.  Many  students  who 
could  hear  Buffett  enjoyed  him, 
others  were  indifferent,  and 
the  ones  who  were  talking 
couldn't  have  cared  less. 

It  is  only  fair  to  say  that 
Buffett  cannot  be  rated  as  one  of 
the  most  amiable  performers 
who  has  entertained  P.U.C.C. 
crowds.  His  outward  disgust  with 


concerning  scheduling  of  classes 
and  not  "fighting"  for  pay  raises. 

If  it  were  up  to  the  students, 
Wilson  believes  he  would  not  be 
removed  as  chairman  of  the 
department. 

Wilson's  position  is  that  "the 
department  exists  for  the 
students  and  not  staff  con¬ 
venience." 

"When  a  four  hour  lab  was 
proposed  by  my  staff,  I  said  no," 
said  the  soft-spoken  Wilson.  "I 
couldn't  see  how  four  consecutive 
hours  of  lab  would  prove  to  be  a 
meaningful  learning  experience 
for  students." 

Wilson  also  considers  himself 
sensitive  to  administrative 
problems.  "When  the  dean  says 
there  isn't  more  money,  we 


He  soon  .began  singing  lead 
roles  in  Horace  Mann's  Gilbert 
and  Sullivan  operettas.

We 
apologize  for  the  technical  dif¬ 
ficulties  and  for  the  all-too-brief 
appearance  of  Jimmy  Buffett. 


should  accept  it,"  he  said,  citing 
an  example. 

In  retrospection,  Wilson 
reviews  his  accomplishments  by 
describing  the  Biology  depart¬ 
ment  when  he  first  arrived  at 
Purdue. 

"In  1955  we  had  five  bottles  of 
chemicals,  30  microscopes,  and 
three  boxes  of  slides."  He  points 
out  that  the  Biology  department 
has  come  a  long  way  since  then. 

"I  designed  all  laboratories 
and  hired  all  the  people  in  the 
department,"  he  added. 

Wilson  is  the  Biology  depart¬ 
ment's  first  instructor,  and  the 
second  full  professor  at  Purdue- 
Calumet. 

He  will  remain  at  Purdue  as  a 
full-time  instructor.

Classes  are  held  on  Mon¬ 
days  at  1  p.m.  and  Thursdays  at 
7:30  p.m.  The  class  is  free  and 
open  to  everyone.  Equipment  will 
be  provided.  Further  information 
is  available  in  Room  121  of  the 
Potter  building. 

Dr.  Miller  feels  that  to  be  a 
good  ham,  "you  have  to  enjoy 
talking.  You  can  listen,  of  course, 
but  it's  just  not  as  much  fun." 

Among  licensed  ham  operators 
are  eight  and  80-year-olds,  world 
leaders  and  politicians,  television 
and  movie  stars. 

According  to  Dr.  Miller,  most 
people  have  the  wrong  idea  about 
ham  radio. 

"So  many  have  the  misguided 
notion  that  hams  sit  around 
talking  about  their  ulcers,"  he 
said.  "Actually  ham  radio 
provides  many  services  to  dif- 
ferent  groups  and 
organizations." 

First  reports  of  the  Nicaraguan 
and  Los  Angeles  earthquakes  and 
the  Rapid  City  floods  were 
carried  by  hams.

Since  no  one  on  the  island 
knew  of  an  antidote,  Christian 
quickly  sought  help  through  the 
only  means  available.  He  con¬ 
tacted  the  ham  unit  at  the  UCLA 
Medical  Center  and  helped  save 
the  woman's  life. 

Dr.  Miller  himself  has  had 
many  "heart-warming"  ex¬ 
periences  while  hamming. 

"Through  my  ham  unit,  a 
young  peace  corps  worker  in 
Ecuador  proposed  to  his  girl 
friend  in  Chicago,"  he  remem¬ 
bers.  "After  three  more  calls 
over  the  air,  he  was  finally  able  to 
convince  her  to  come  to  Ecuador 
to  be  with  him." 

For  Dr.  Miller,  hamming  is  a 
fun  hobby  and  a  good  way  to 
relax. 

"But,"  he  smiles,  "the  really 
great  feeling  comes  after  you  and 
your  radio  have  helped 
someone."

Want  To

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OZNOG  is  born

While  streakers  raced  through 
the  cafeteria  and  life  went  on  as 
usual  in  most  buildings  at  PUCC, 
a  small  group  of  senior 
engineering  students  and 
programmers  from  DSS  sat  in 
room  230  of  the  P-building  and 
heard  their  "baby"  say  his  first 
word:  "44035021." 

The  baby's  name  is  OZNOG.  He 
was  "born"  last  semester  after 
months  and  months  of  work.  In 
reality  he  is  a  government  sur¬ 
plus  D-17B  Minuteman  Missle 
Guidance  Computer  and  used  to 
sit  between  the  fuel  tanks  and  the 
nuclear  warhead  of  an  ICBM. 
Originally  costing  approximately 
$250,000  apiece,  he  and  a  brother 
(now  used  for  spare  parts)  were 
given  to  Purdue  Lafayette  free  of 
charge  by  our  government,  and 
were  acquired  last  May  by 
PUCC. 


This  past  August,  as  part  of  a 
495M  Senior  Design  Course, 
Richard  Rittenhouse,  Bill 
Zedanky,  and  Paul  Duncanson 
decided  to  bring  life  once  more  to 
the  long  dead  circuits  of  OZNOG. 
Working  under  the  guidance  of 
Dr.  Richard  L.  Gonzales,  Dean- 
designate  of  the  School  of  Basic 
and  Applied  Sciences,  they  set 
out  to  design  and  build  a  power 
supply  and  operating  console  for 
the  magnesium  mass.  In  addition 
they  had  to  sever  the  old  um¬ 
bilical  cord  wiring  and  locate  and 
identify  all  components. 
Assistance  in  programming  the 
unusual  computer  came  from 
Dennis  Werner,  working  under 
the  guidance  of  Prof.  A.  V. 
Dundzila,  Head  of  Data  Systems 
and  Services.  With  the  new 
semester,  Jerry  DeBoer  was 
added  to  the  team  of  engineers. 


Bringing  the  monster  to  life 
proved  to  be  no  easy  task.  Even 
after  clean-up  operations,  con¬ 
struction  of  required  equip¬ 
ments, and  continuing  lessons  in 
how  the  machine  was  supposed  to 
work,  all  bad  components  had  to 
be  found  and  corrected  or 
replaced.  The  months  went  by 
slowly.  Doubts  arose.  Only  two 
other  D-17B's  were  known  to  be 
alive.  One  of  these  was  somewhat 
retarded  and  did  nothing  but  sit 
in  a  corner  and  sing  songs. 

Finally  the  day  came  when  the 
computer  spit,  sputtered,  and 
hummed  to  life.  The  monster  was 
named  Oznog  after  Prof.  Gon¬ 
zales  (affectionately  referred  to 
as  Gonzo  by  his  students).  A 


typical  newborn  monster,  he 
could  only  sputter  and  dribble  at 
first.  As  time  passed  he  learned 
more  and  more  about  his  new 
world.

was  her  fault.  She  had  been  on  the 
corner  waiting  for  a  bus  at  nine 
o'clock  at  night  when  two  guys  in 
a  car  drove  up.  They  grabbed  her 
and  took  her  to  their  apartment 
where  they  both  raped  her.  The 
police  made  her  feel  as  though 
she  were  at  fault  because  she  was 
standing  on  the  street  when  it  was 
dark!  She  didn't  seem  half  as 
upset  right  after  the  rape  as  she 
did  right  after  the  investigation. 

So  what  will  stage  four  bring?  I 
can't  honestly  say  that  the  police 
are  wrong  in  their  intensive 
questioning,  because  I  know  that 
many  girls  try  to  take  advantage 
of  the  law.

Plans  such  as  this  are 
what  really  help  the  victim.  And 
the  victim  is  the  one  who  needs 
protection,  not  the  offender.

People  entering  that 
lane  from  one  of  the  middle 
roadways  have  a  hard  time 
coping  with  a  speeding  driver.  If 
we  would  all  slow  down  maybe 
we  can  keep  the  fenders  on  the 
old  gas  eater  —  at  least  until  the 
prices  go  down. 

While  we  are  on  the  subject  of 
traffic,  there  is  one  more 
problem.  People  are  becoming 
unhappy  with  cars  stopped  on 
171st  Street  waiting  for  students 
to  come  out  of  the  buildings.

Haiphong  harbor  constituted  a 
direct  breach  of  the  Presidential 
Commander-in-Chief  respon¬ 
sibilities.  The  President,  he 
reasons,  had  no  right  to  order 
such  atrocities  without  the 
consent  of  Congress;  for  only  if 
war  had  been  declared  would  the 
President  have  been  justified  in 
issuing  the  bombing  orders.  He 
quoted  the  President  as  saying, 
"I  had  to  keep  them  secret  (tne 
bombing  orders)  because  had 
they  been  made  public,  they 
would  have  had  to  stop." 

Mr.  Stern's  next  point  was  that 
the  President  is  to  be  held 
directly  responsible  for  the  ac¬ 
tions  of  the  "plumbers  unit" 
which  broke  into  the  Watergate 
Hotel.  Whether  or  not  the 
President  knew  what  was  going 
on  makes  no  difference,  for  as 
Harry  Truman  once  remarked, 
"The  buck  stops  here."  It  was 
also  pointed  out  that  the 
President  has  publicly  taken 
responsibilities  for  the  actions  of 
his  subordinates  at  a  TV  press 
conference  last  May  22nd.  Thus, 
since  the  plumbers  are  now 
convicted  of  burglary  the 
President  is  equally  guilty. 

Mr.  Nixon's  third  sin  was 
wiretapping.  Mr.  Stern  stated 


Just  being  Arnold  will  be 
dedicated  this  week  to  two 
very  special  people;  one  black 
and  one  brown.  Even  as  this 
article  is  being  written,  people 
from  all  parts  and  levels  of  the 
community  are  gathering  to 
pay  their  last  respects  to  a 
fallen  black  giant.  Dr.  Dennis 
A.  Bethea,  of  1021  Field  St., 
died  after  practicing  medicine 
nearly  half  a  century  in 
Hammond.  Far  more  than 
just  a  doctor,  he  could  better 
be  referred  to  as  a 
humanitarian,  for  he  helped 
his  community  and  his  fellow 
man  in  countless  ways.  As  a 
physician,  he  helped  people 
from  all  walks  of  life,  for 
class,  color,  and  financial 
status  were  meaningless  to 
him. 

When  he  arrived  in  Ham¬ 
mond  in  1930,  he  faced  a 
segregated  community  and 
the  probability  that  whatever 
practice  he  would  build  would 
be  mainly  white.  His  desire  to 
practice  among  the  poor  led 
him  to  open  a  small  office  in 
the  mid-European  community 
of  East  Hammond.  As  his 
practice  grew,  he  gained  the 
means  to  move  to  a  better 
neighborhood  and  a  better 
practice  if  he  so  chose.  But, 
true  to  his  deep  sense  of 
humility  which  he  gained  as  a 
child  on  a  South  Carolina 
farm,  he  chose  to  stay  where 
he  was.  In  spite  some  patient's 
inability  to  pay,  he  wanted  to 
continue  helping  them,  as  well 
as  ramaining  among  his 


that  the  President  authorized  the 
illegal  wiretapping  of  persons 
whom  he  and  his  staff  believed 
were  hostile  to  Whitehouse 
policies.  Mr.  Stern  did  not  believe 
that  the  wiretapping  precedents 
set  in  the  Kennedy  and  Johnson 
administrations  were  any  excuse 
to  forgive  Nixon.  He  claimed  that 
wiretapping  without  a  court 
order  is  illegal  and  therefore,  the  l 
President  and  anyone  else 
responsible  for  such  overt  acts 
should  be  prosecuted. 

Last  but  not  least,  Mr.  Stern 
accused  the  President  of  ob¬ 
struction  of  justice.  This  is  a  very 
serious  accusation,  and  his  logic 
behind  it  seemed,  to  me,  to  be  a 
trifle  weak.  He  cited  the  firing  of 
special  prosecutor  Archibald 
Cox,  the  attempted  bribery  of 
Judge  Burns  of  the  Ellsberg 
break-in  case  with  a  top-level  job 
in  the  FBI,  the  arrest  of  13,000 
anti-war  demonstrators  in 
Washington  a  couple  of  years 
ago.  He  also  stated  that  39  days 
had  elapsed  between  Nixon's  first 
knowledge  of  the  break-in  of 
Daniel  Ellsberg's  psychiatrist's 
office  and  the  time  the  President 
finally  provided  evidence 
requested  by  Judge  Burns.  I 
believe  that  these  actions 
border  on  being  illegal  because 
most  of  the  evidence  is  cir¬ 
cumstantial. 

Mr.  Stern  also  brought  to  light 


beloved  friends  and  neigh¬ 
bors. 

In  the  late  1940's,  when  the 
idea  of  a  black  staff  doctor 
was  totally  unacceptable  in 
most  hospitals.  Dr.  Bethea 
became  the  first  black  doctor 
to  join  St.  Margaret's  staff. 
This  was  his  "foot  in  the  door" 
in  his  fight  against 
segregation  in  the  medical 
profession,  and  eventually 
lead  to  acceptance  of  black 
interns  and  doctors  in 
hospitals  throughout  the 
Calumet  area.  He  was  also 
instrumental  in  gaining  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  the  first  black 
school  teacher  in  the  city,  as 
well  as  many  other  similar 
"firsts." 

Throughout  his  struggles, 
however  he  never  once 
became  bitter  or  disillusioned 
about  his  fellow  man.  Those 
whose  lives  he  touched  were 
the  better  for  it.  I  know, 
because  I  was  one.  During  my 
last  visit  with  him,  he  con¬ 
tinued  encouraging  me  in  my 
quest  for  education,  as  he 
always  had.  I'll  always 
remember  Dr.  Bethea  as  the 
warm  and  caring 
humanitarian  he  really  was. 

You  could  search  the  world 
over  to  find  an  example  of 
what  a  black  man  could  and 
should  be;  and  your  search 
would  begin  and  end  with 
Dennis  A.  Bethea.  His  death  is 
a  great  loss  for  the  world,  but 
especially  for  the  city  of 
Hammond. 

I'd  like  to  go  on  to  talk  about 
something  that  would 


reasons  for  impeachment  that,  to 
him,  are  yet  to  be  proven,  such 
as:  income  tax  evasion,  im¬ 
provements  on  the  San  Clemente 
and  Key  Biscayne  homes,  the 
VicePresidential  papergive  away 
the  milk  trust  bribe,  the  fishy 
tape  gaps,  lying  to  the  public,  and 
the  doing  away  with  the  many  of 
L.B.J.'s  "New  Society"  welfare 
handouts. 

Ironically,  Mr.  Stern  feels  the 
Democrats  are  just  as  guilty  as 
the  Republicans.  I  couldn't  agree 
more.  Doesn't  it  give  you  a  warm 
feeling  deep  down  in  your  heart  to 
know  that  no  matter  who  you  vote 
for  and  elect,  he'll  turn  out  to  be  a 
crook? 

Mr.  Stern  also  feels  the  im¬ 
peachment  of  President  Nixon 
will  be  to  no  one's  benefit,  but  if 
there  is  no  impeachment  there 
are  bound  to  be  serious  reper¬ 
cussions.  He  failed  to  say  what 
those  repercussions  would  be. 

A  very  fascinating  remark 
leveled  by  Mr.  Stern  was  that  the 
President  will  be  impeached  not 
because  of  the  reasons  he  had 
outlined  earlier  but  because  it 
will  be  the  most  politically  ex¬ 
pedient  thing  to  do.  "The 
Democrats  will  drag  their  feet  so 
that  Watergate  will  be  a  reflected 
at  the  polls,"  he  predicted.  I 
might  add  it  seems  to  be  working. 

In  the  end  it  again  appears  that 
the  American  public  will  get  the

Also, 
we  Jcnow  it  would  be  ap¬ 
preciated  if  anyone  out  there 
would  send  Mrs.  Garza  a  card, 
or  a  prayer  for  her  diagnosis 
and  recovery.
